Under direction of the Superintendent of the Mint Hon. Daniel M. Fox, all the carbines in 
the armory of the Mint, were this day taken to his private room, and carefully inspected in his 
presence, and that of the late Superintendent, Mr. A. Loudon Snowden, by Jas. O. Holgate 
formerly of Co. D. 6th Penna. Vol’s and Geo. H. Harmstad late Messenger of the Mint. There 
were nineteen (19) carbines which were alike in all respects, except in the numbers; each had on 
the following marks, letters and figures, viz: Range distance marked on left hand side of rear 
sight, numbered | to 6; V.P. on left side of barrel between rear sight and joint of breech block; on 
top of breech block U.S. Model, - 1873: below breech block all numbered as follows: 88148, 
88145, 88137, 88135, 88131, 88112, 88108, 88107, 88106, 88083, 88071, 88067, 88058, 88022, 
88017, 87994, 87977, 87951, 87933. Knarling on hammer in a circle. All have on the locks —

On left side of stock in circle, - E.S.A. 1877. 


In the butt of each stock there is a receptacle containing cleaner, - three rods. 


Three of the carbines were taken indiscriminately and weighed by Mr. Ellis Pugh, 
adjuster of Scales with the following result: 


No. 88112. weighed 11232. 
88067 - 111.83 
87977 111.60 


All these carbines were alike in every respect except as to the numbers. 


After each carbine from the Mint Armory had been inspected, the carbine returned by Mr. 
Snowden was carefully scrutinized, and found to agree and differ with those previously 
examined, in the following particulars. 


Range distance not marked on left side of rear sight: numbered from 1 to 5 on right side 
of sight. No V.P. on barrel; on top of bench block, Model.

On left of stock in circle. E.S.A. (no date) The carbine was weighed by Mr. Pugh and 
found to weigh 107.77. ounces. 


It has a solid butt.
